The returns from all over the state un- 
questionably indicate the nomination of 
W. B. Merritt, of Valdosta, for state 
school commissioner over G. R. Glenn, the 
incumbent, and Mark Johnston, 
candidate. 

Returns from 117 counties at an early 
hour this morning give Merritt 154 votes 
in the convention, Glenn 64 and Johnston 
42. Reports fff other sections of the 
State indicate that Merritt will secure 

ufficient additional strength to give him 
the nomination without difficulty on the 
first ballot.

The defeat of State School Commis- 
sioner Glen? was the surprise of the cam- 
paign. It was realized that he had the 
hardest fight, perhaps, of any of the 
state house officials to whom opposition 
developed, but his friends never for a mo- 
ment doubted that he would be success- 
ful; in fact, they seemed to have un- 
bounded confidence that he would carry 
more than-enough counties to give him 
the nomination on tthe first ballot. 

The race for state schoo! commissioner, 
however, was a hard fought one from the 
Start. At the beginning of the cam- 
paign there were four candidates, Profes- 
sor Glenn, Rey. A. J. Beck, of DeKalb 
county; Dr. Mark Johnston, of Baldwin, 
and Professor W. B. Merritt, of Lowndes, 
A little more than a month ago Mr. Beck 
withdrew from the race and urged his 
friends and supporters to go to Merritt. 
This may account for part of the unex- 
pected strength that Merritt developed 
toward the close of the campaign.

Carried Cobb County, the 
Home of His Opponent, 
Col. R. T, Nesbitt. 


FRIENDS PREDICTED HE 
WOULD SWEEP THE STATE 


|! Their Prediction Seems To Have Been 


Fulfilled—Though Looked on as 
an Easy Winner, He Made 
a Fight in Every 
County. 


The returns from 117 counties out of 137 
show that O. B. Stevens has secured 113 
counties with 262 votes in the convention, 
as against four counties with eight votes 
for his opponent, Colonel R. T. Nesbitt, 
of Cobb. 

Commissioner Stevens’ friends had Ilit- 
tle doubt from the beginning that he 
would win his race for the office he 
now holds, and they freely predicted that 
he would sweep the state by a much 
larger majority than he did when he 
defeated Colonel Nesbitt four years ago. 

Their predictions, it would appear, have 
come true, for Colonel Stevens has cam 
ried more counties than he did at that 
time and, to the surprise of most ev- 
erybody, even his most intimate political 
friends, he has walked away witli Cobb 
county, the home county of his opponent. 
Colonel Stevens did not expect to carry 
Cobb county, though he had hoped for a 
favorable result there. In fact. he con- 
ceded fourteen counties ‘to Colonel Nes- 
bitt and said there was a probability of 
his opponent carrying forteer more. 
making a total of twenty-eight. It ap- 
pears, however, that Colone? Nesbist 
fell considerably short of what his op- 
ponent had. practically conceded him. 

Desipte the fact that his friends: as- 
sured him he would run an easy race, 
winning almost without a struggle, Col- 
onel Stevens flat!y refused to let the 
campaigh take care of itself. He went 
into it with as much vigor and earnest- 
ness and determination as if he had a 
half dozen opponents. He studied the

interest in the result of the race, and 
they have been referred to on several oc- 
casions in the cards written during the 
campaign by the different candidates. 
What effect, if any, these elements had 
on the result, is unknown, though there 
is little doubt they will be held, in part, 
to account for it. 


Glenn Made Hard Fight. 

Commissioner Glenn himself was con- 
fident of the nomination. He realized that 
he had a-hard fight and he met it square- 
ly. He did hard work throughout the 
campaign and he had friends in many 
counties who did work for him even un- 
til the polls were closed. Only the day 


before the election Professor Glenn went! 


carefully over the situation and reached 
the conclusion that he would have 240 
votes on the first ballot in the conven- 
tion. This would have been 66 more than 
enough to nominate. 

Dr. Mark Johnston, of Milledgeville. 
made quite a strong race, but not so 
g0od a one as his friends expected. The 
result in a number of counties that were 
carried by Merritt was very close, show- 
ing that hard work was done in behalf 
of the other candidates, but it was not 
sufficient to stem the tide that had 
turned in favor of the Lowndes county 
candidate.

Convention Opened in Washington by 
President Roosevelt. 


Washington, Jufhe 5.—Before an assem- 
blage that crowded the National theater 
President Roosevelt today optned the 
eleventh annual] convention of the asso- 
clatio& of Milftary Surgeons of the United 
States. The president made a’ brief 
speech, in which he said: 

‘Conditions in modern civilization tend 
more and more to make the average life 
of the community one of great softness, 
of great ease, compared to what has be’n 
the case in the past, and together with 
all the advantages that have come from 
this softening of life, thus rendering it 
more easy, there are certain attendant 
disadvantages, also., It is a very neces- 
sary thing that there should be some pro- 
fessions, some trades pean same de- 
mands made now «as have en made in 
the past upon the heroic qualities In a 
man, and those demands are made alik» 
upon the soldier and upon the doctor, and 
how much more upon those who are both 
soldiers and doctors.” 

The president urged perfection in scien. 
tific work and said the surgeon should be 
also an able administrator.

Professor Weichman Brooded Over 
Evidence Until His Death. 
Anderson, Ind., June  56,—Professor 
Lewis J: Weichman died tonight at the 
home of his sister, Mrs. Charles O'Craw- 
ley, of this city. With the exception of 
John Surratt, now in Baltimore. Profes- 
sor Weichman is fhe last witness in the 
trial of the alleged accomplices of John 
Wilkes Booth, the assassin of President 
Lincoln. Althou§h his evgience was true 
in detail, Professor Weichman has 4al- 
ways brooded over the matter and fre- 
quently said that his testimony was the 
cause of the conviction and soar? to

Election Was Unusually Quiet, and 
Small Vote Was Polled—Secre- 
tary of State Philip Cook 
Leads the Ticket. 
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The foregoing tells the result of the 
fight in Fulton county, so far as the race 
for .the governorship is concerned. 

Hon. Joseph M. Terrell carried Fulton 
county in yesterday's primary by a ma- 
jority_of 847 votes over both Guerry and 
Estill, and by a plurality of 1,008 votes 
over Guerry his principal opponent here. 

Fulton county gave substantial majori- 
ties to all present state house officers 
who had opposition in their races for re- 
election. State School Commissioner 
Glenn secures the vote of Fulton in the 
convention by a plurality of 399 over Dr. 
Mark Johnston. Commissioner of Agri- 
culture O. B, Stevens was given a ma- 
jority of 1,464 over Colonel R. T. Nesbitt, 
Prison Commissioner Thomas Eason s8e- 
cured a majority of 919 over Captain 
Wiley Williams, and Congressman L. F. 
Livingston was renominated over Charles 
I. Branan by a majority of 1,822. 

The election was an unusually quiet 
one, and though the weather was all that 
could have been desired for the occasion, 
but little more than half the total regis- 
tered vote of the county was polled. It 
was expected that the vote would go to 
at least 6,000, but the total] number of 
votes in the county was less than 4,250. 

Secretary of State Phil Cook led the 
ticket in Fulton with a vote of 4,235, At- 
torney General John C. Hart came next 
with 4,230, Comptroller General W. A. 
Wright followed with 4,222, while Treas- 
urer R, E. Park and Senator A. 8. Clay, 
of the unopposed candidates, came next 
with 4,218 votes. . 

There Was Some Scratching. 


There were no unusual incfdents around 
any of the polls during the election yes- 
terday. The remarkable feature was the 
absence of any considerable number of 
workers, though there were one or two 
in each ward looking after the interests 
of the candidates they represented. Now 
and then some of the boys tried to stir 


up a little excitement by making stump 
speeches or something of that kind, but It 
appeared to be a. useless effort. 

The one feature remarked upon more 
than any other was_the scratching -f 
both the justices of the supreme court, 
who were without opposition. Justice A. 
J. Cobb ran over 200 votes behind the 
head of the ticket, while Justice Samuel 
Lumpkin was scratched~on more than 
forty tickets. The large number of 
scratches of Justice Cobb’s name ig sup- 
posed to have been due to the fact that 
he wrote the opinion in the Park manda- 
mus case to the effect that the public 
property fund could not be used for pay- 
ing the school teachers of the state. 

The table presented herewith gives the 
result in detai) in each of the wards and 
voting precincts in the city. 

; First Ward. 

Election day passed off quietly enough 
in the first ward. The vote was very 
light, not quite two-thirds of the regis- 
tered yoters coming out to the polls. 

The voting continued evenly through- 
out the day. At no time was there a 
rush for the polls. Nothing of unusual 
interest happened druing the hours in 
which the polls were ‘open. ,' 

Friends of the various candidates wers 
quite active, but seemed to have littie 
effect. as most of the yoters came to 
the polls with their minds made up as to 
how they would vote. 

It is a singular fact that none of the 
candidates who were without opposition 
received a scratch in the first ward. It 
is very seldom that any candidate re- 
ceives the full vote and almost unheard 
of for a large number of unopposed 
candidates to poll the whole strength of 
a ward. 

Second Ward. 

Terrell was strong:in the second ward, 
where he got 228 votes more than Estill 
and Guerry together. The feature of the 
voting in the second ward was the 
scratching of Cobb for associate justice 
of the supreme court. He only received 
74 votes, while 862 were cast. He was 
scratched by over 100 voters. 

Branan’s support was weak in the sec- 
ond ward and Livingston carried the 
ward by a plurality of 383. Glenn's 
plurality for state school commission- 
er over his opponents, Jonnston and 
Merritt, was 118. Stevens carried the 
ward for state agriculturist over Nesbitt 
by a plurality of 376. For prison com- 
missioner Eason’s plurality over Wil- 
liams was 298. The other candidates. 
against whom there was no opposition, 
polled@ almost the full vote cast. 

Third Ward. 

There were 473 votes cast in the third 
ward. The election was about as quiet 
as any ever held in the city. 

In the vote for governor there were 7 
scattering, for state school commissioner 
14 scattering, for commissioner of agricul- 
ture 17 scattering, for prison commis- 
sioner 18 scattering and for congressman 
7 scattering. 

The closest race in the third ward was 
between Wiley Williams and Thomas 
Eason for prison commissioner, Bason re- 
ceiving 253 and Williams 202 votes. 

Fourth Ward.

A hard fight wag made in this ward 
to beat Hon. O. B. Stevens for commis- 
sioner of agriculture, but as will be seen 
from the figures, he carried it by a major- 
ity over Nesbitt of 41 votes. Captain R.

THREE MUST DIE 


Supreme Court Passes Death 
Sentence on Trio of Ala- 
bama Murderers. 


ONE OWNED TO HIS GUILT 
. TO GET LIFE SENTENCE 


Court Holds This Is Not Binding, 
All of Them Must Hang on 
July 25—Negro Is RKe- 
fused Registration 
Mandamus. 


Montgomery, Ala., June 5.—(Special.)— 
fhe supreme court today affirmed three 
murder cases brought up on appeal. 

Ben Durrett, at Tuscaloosa, was con- 
victed and sentenced to be hanged, in 
spite of an agreement between the so- 
licitor and the defendant that he would 
plead guilty and accept life itmprison- 
mient. The court declares that such an 
agree nt was not binding on the jury 
/ and s nothing more than a recom- 
mendation by the solicitor*to the jury. 

Floyd Brown was convicted and sen- 
tencéd at Birmingham for murder. His 
eppeal is thrown out because the bill of 
exceptions was not signed up by the 
judge within the statutory limit of sixty 
days. 

Taylor Charleston, another Jefferson 
county murderer, appealed on the ground 
that the judge had sustained a challenge 
for cause against a juryman who was 
Himself under indictment for assault to 
murder. The court sustains the ruling. 

All three men are negroes and the 
Gate of their execution ig fixed for July 


The supreme court today handed down 
its decision in the case of the negro. 
Jackson W. Giles, who applied for a 
mandamus to compel the registrars here 
to register him and all other qualified 
negroes. The court declines to entertain 
the application on the ground of having 
no jurisdiction.

Vindicated of Malpractice by South 
Carolina Supreme Court. 
Columbia, 8S. C., June 5.—(Special.)—The 
disbarment proceedings brought by D. W. 
Robinson against John T. Duncan, of the 
Columbia bar, which have attracted wide- 
epread attention because of the unprece- 
dented circumstance of a hearing before 
the supreme court of such a matter, have 
been dismissed by the court and Mr. Dun- 
can vindicated of malpractice. It was 
stated that the court was unanimous as 

to the decision.

NAME OF HARRIS WITHDRAWN 


earning He Was Citizen of District 
of Columbia, His Appointment 
Was Quickly Recalled—Came 
as a Great Surprise to 
People. 


Charleston, 8. C., June 5.—(Special.j— 
President Roos=2velt’s withdrawal of the 
name of W. L. Harris as postmaster at 
Charleston came like a thunderbolt to 
politicians and business men of this city. 
While no cause was assigned, it was said 
that the case was not fully set forth to 
the president, and when he found that 
Harris was down as a citizen of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia he promptly had the 
aprointment recalled. 

This move has caused disappointment in 
business circles, inasmuch as Mr. Harris’ 
ability was recognized, and Senator Till- 
man was advised to withdraw his oppo- 
sition. It began to look as if the ap- 
pointment would be confirmed without 
question, when ‘tthe news came suddenly 
that Harris was no longer considered. 

Mr. Harris has accepted the situation 
most gracefully, something out of the or- 
dinary in political circles hereabout. He 
repeated his staterthent that he had not 
applied for the office, but only agreed 
to allow his name to be used when urged 
to do so by leading politicians. 

With Mr. Harris out of the race there 
will be a hard fight by other candidates, 
although it is believed that a dark horse 
will loom up and capture the prize. There 
are several good republicans here who 
will not accept the office, just as there 
are scores of incompetent and impossi- 
ble candidates anxious ‘to get it. Accor- 
ding. to President Roosevelt's announce- 
mene, however, none but an out and 
out republican will be appointed. 


HAS DOOMED MANY MEN TO DIE. 


Supreme Court Passes Death Sentence 
on Twenty-Five. 

Jackson, Miss., June 5.—(Special.)—Af- 
ter disposing of a larger volume of civil 
and criminal litigation than ever before 
in its history, the supreme court of Mis. 
sissippi is preparing to adjourn, and the 
last batch of decisions will be rendered 
within the next two weeks. Both the 
civil and criminal dockets have been 
cleared,‘ and there are only about forty 
cases under consideration in the judges’ 
consultation room. 

Since last October, including the cases 
yet pending which are practically sure to 
be affirmed, the supreme court has passed 
the death sentence on about twenty-five 
criminals, and in only iwo instances have 
reversals been, secured where the lower 
court rendered the sentence of death. 


MISSISSIPPI DELTA ROAD. 


Effort Has Been Made To Revive the 
Project. 


Jackson, Miss., June 5.—(Special.)—Cap- 
tain W. G. Stovall, of Okalona, member 
of the Mississippi capitol commission, 
who is in the city to attend the annual 
session, stated that an effort has been 
launched to revive the projected Missis- 
sippi Delta railroad, and that the promo- 
ters have confidence of ultimate success. 

This road was surveyed nearly twenty- 
five years aro to run from Nashville, 
Tenn., to Helena, Ark., via Okalona, 
thence to Pontotoc and westward to 
Grenada, connectine at that place with 
the Lllinois Central. A grade was estab- 
lished and crosstiés laid for a distance of 
21 miles from Okalona to Houston, and 
it is understood that the old survey will 
be followed if the line is built. 

Prominent St. Louis capitalists are be- 
hind the venture, and the agents who 
have been sent into the territory to se- 
cure right-of-way concessions give as- 
surance that plenty of money is behind 
the enterprise .0 guaranttee its successful 
completion.

OF CRAWFORDS 


‘French Government Has De- 
tectives on the Watch at 
Cincinnati. 


BELIEVED THAT THE PLOT 
WAS HATCHED IN KENTUCKY 


Four Crawford Brothers Were Resi- 
dents of Covington for a Long 
Time—They Are the Men 
Named by the Hum- 
berts. 


Cincinnati, June 6—The Humbert- 
Crawford sensation of Paris probably had 
its Wart at Covington, Ky., and French 
detectives are now in Cincinnati working 
under cable instructions from Paris and 
under telegraphic advisement from Wash- 
ington, through Eugene Poicey, the 
French consul at Cincinnati. 

It is clairhed that M. Katin, who taugnt 
French at Covington years ago, and arf- 
terwards returned to Paris, has advised 
the French government all about the 
Crawfords, whom he formerly knew while 
living in Covington. Frank Daveneck, 
artist in Cincinnati, who resides in Cov- 
ington and knew the Crawfords, has gone 
to Paris to assist in the investigation 
that has been started by M. Katin, Whw 
is now in the employ of the French gov- 
ernment. The four Crawford brothers 
lived in Covington until the early eighties, 
when they left there and two of them 
went to Paris. The French government 
has information that they may be the 
men named in the golden sealed and im- 
pressive-looking document exhibited by 
the Humberts to the great financiers. 
The brothers were John, Henry, Mattnew 
and Robert. John di ears ago, leaving 
three brothers. In the early eighties 
Henry went to Kansas City, and was 
city clerk there. Matthew. and Robert 
went abroad and are supposed to have 
lived in Paris. Every circumstance in- 
dicates that they are the men whom the 
Humberts named as the-nephews who 
were contesting the Crawford will, and 
who were preventing the Humberts com- 
ing into possession of great estates. 

The Crawtords were considered a 
wealthy family in Covington, and it was 
understood that they had a rich uncle. 
The story as related by the Humberts to 
the bankers is practically the story of the 
important events in the lives of the Cov- 
ington Crawfords, 


SOUTHERN RAILWAY SURGEONS 


President Hancock, of Atlanta, De- 
livers Annual Address. 

Washington, June 5.—About one hun- 
dred and thirty-five delegates met here 
today in attendance on the seventh an- 
nual convention of the Association of Sur- 
geons of the Southern Railway Company.

The 
debate today, like that of yesterday, was 
devoted to legal arguments over contro- 
verted question involved in the proposed 
legislation. The speakers today were 
Messrs. Sibley, of Pennsylvania; DeAr- 
mond, of Missourt; Williams, of Missis- 
sippi; Wooten, of Texas; McDermott, 
of New Jersey; Loud, of California:

BY QUAKER REPUBLICANS 


First Schley Then the Persona -Non Grata General 
Invited for Fourth of July . 
Orator. 


By Darwin G. Fenno. 


Philadelphia, June 5.—(Special.)—The 
fact that Philadelphia republicans ate 
deeply incensed over the treatment of 
IAeutenant General Nelson A. Miles’ and 
Rear Admiral Winfield Scott Schley by 
the national administration and will not 
neglect a suitable opportunity to show 
it has receiv@gi fresh proof in the action 
of city councils in selecting an orator 
for the official celebration of the Fourth 
of July this year. 

For several years past the city has 
annually appropriated several] thousands 
of dollars for a fitting observance of the 
matal day of the republic. The chief 
feature of the festival has always been 
a meeting in Independence square, in 
which stands the old state house where 
met the continental congress which made 
the Declaration of Independence. At 
these meetings, which are held on the 
morning of the Fourth, Independence 
equare is always packed with enthusias- 
tic citizens, bands play and great choirs 
eing national songs, some clarion-vof~e 
reads the Declaration of Independence 
and the best orator that can be secured, 
one of national if not world-wide fame, 
stirs the multitude to patriotic ardor by 
his splendid periods. The first to speak 
at one of these revivals of the old- 
fashioned Fourth of July was John S. 
Wise, the silver-tongued Virginian, in 
1887; the last was Mr. Wu, the Chinese 
minister at Washington, in 1901. 

The city councils of Philadelphia are 
composed of exactly 200 members... Of 
these 200 only two are democrats; all 
the rest are republicans, straight party 
men. Yet the only man whom the coun- 
cils have had under consideration this 
year to make the Fourth of July ora- 
tion in Independence square are the two 
high officers whom the national admin- 
istration, it is claimed by their friends, 
has done its best to discredit, Admiral 
Schley and General Miles. And this is 
not accidental, nor because they are con- 
sidered the best speakers available. It 
is because the republican municipal! 
legislature of this Gibraltar of repub- 
licanism believes that those distinguished 
men have been unfairly treated, that 
the men in charge of the Fourth of July 
celebration considered Schley and Miles 
for this distinction, 

The celebration is in charge of a joint 


committee of twenty-six members. Not 


one of them is a democrat. John 8. 
Hammond, a lifelong republican and a 
gentleman of the highest standing in 
the community, is the chairman. Mr. 
Hammond retired from business some 
years ago, having accumulated a compe- 
tence as a banker and broker and is 
spending his declining days in the service 
of the municipality. About two weeks 
ago, acting under the imstructions of 
his committee, Mr. Hammond visited 
Colonel A. K. McClure, Admiral Schley’s 
most intimate friend in this city, to see 
if Schley could be induced to come. 
Colonel McClure said he was afraid not; 
that he thought the admiral had de- 
clined all such invitations for this sum- 
mer and therefore could hardly accept 
one here, but he would communicate 
with Schley and find out. As Colonel 
McChure expected, Schley could not ac- 
cept. 

General] Miles was then communicated 
with and he at once expressed his pleas- 
ure and said he would come. His for- 
mal acceptance has been received since. 
The city will give him a great ovation, 
greater than any other Fourth of July 
orator has ever received here. After the 
meeting in Independence square, General 
Miles will be given a reception in Inde- 
pendenc hall, something that has never 
been done on the Fourth of July before. 
He will lunch with the most distin- 
guished citizens at the Walton and will 
then be taken on an excursion down the 
river, accompanied by many gentlemen 
and ladies, 

Mr. Hammond, chairman of the joint 
committee of councils, said to me to- 
day: “While Admiral Schley could not 
make the address for us, I think he will 
be the guest of Colonel McClure over 
the Fourth and will probably occupy a 
seat On the stand while General Miles 
is speaking.” 

“Why didn’t you invite the president 
to come and speak?” I asked Mr. Ham- 
mond, 

“The president can go to Pittsburg,”’ 
he answered, while a gardonic smile hov- 
ered around his white moustached lip. 
The president is scheduled to speak in 
Pittsburg on the Fourth. “General 
Miles has been shamefully treated,’’ he 
added, “and we propose to give him a 
royal good time, and Admiral Schley, too, 
if he comes.”

Chicago, June 5.—Quiet reigned in the 
turbulent stock yards district today as a 
Tesult of the settlement of the meat 
teamsters’ strike, Dut the Nappiness of the 
men was marreal somewhat by a report 
that the packers will refuse to employ 
leaders among the men, and there were 
mutterings that if those who nave been 
active in the disturhances Snail be forced 
into idleness ‘because of their conduct 
@uring the strike, there will be further 
trouble at the stock yards. The teamsters 
are to return to work tomorrow morn- 
ing. A few were given teams today, but 
the majority were told to report tomor- 
row. ‘ 

Five hundred t@amsters assembled at 
Gorcoran hall, near the stock yards, this 
noon, ratified unanimously the amreement 
made between their representatives and 
'the packers at 4 o’clocKk this morning. 
Tae agreement is a partial victory for 
the tearngsters in that the packers have 
deoiared that they will not discriminate 
against members of the union. The scale 
agreed upon is 2 cents lower than that 
demanded by the men. It ie aa follows: 

Cart drivers, 18 cents an hour; single 
wagon, 20 cents; two horse, 22 1-2 cents; 
four horse, 27 1-2 cents; six morse, Ww 
cents. 

The men are to be paid full time from 
the time of leaving the barn until] they 
return with a deduction of half an hour 
for lunen. They will mot be required to 
work on Labor day.

LEAD AND FIRE 
/SED IN STRIKE 


Bloodshed and Aron inthe 
Anthracite Coal Region, 


Boy Is Fatally Shot by a Guard and 
the Strikers Retaliate by Firing 
the Stanton Colliery—More 
Men Joining the Ranks 
of Strikers. 


Wilkesbarre, June 56.—The spirit of un- 
rest that has been manifesting itself 
more or less in this city and vicinity 
during the last few days broke out in 
earnest at two places in thig city and as 
result a boy was dangerously if not 
fatally shot by a guard at the Stanton 
colliery, and a considerable portion of 
the property around the colliery was de- 
stroyed by fire. Several nights ago a 
part of a fence surrounding the place was 
burned and also a small frame building 
on the culm bank. Since then other at- 
tempts were made to fire the fence. The 
guards as a result kept a close watch. 
Tonight while Charles McCann, aged 13 
years, was walking along the field outside 
the fence, it is said, a guard on the in- 
side fired a revolver or rifle at him. The 
bullet struck the boy in the back. . The 
shot was heard by the people in the 
vicinity and it looked for time as though 
there would be serious trouble. The boy 
was quickly removed to the Mercy hos- 
pital and the police notified. The guard 
was arrested, but the crowd on the out- 
side was so great and threatening that 
the police did not dare take him from 
the place. 

Shortly after the shooting the crowd 
sought vengeance on the company’s prop- 
erty and some one set fire to a trestle 
work. The fire department was sum- 
moned and with considerable difficulty 
put out the fire. 

At the Murray colliery, also operated by 
the Lehigh and Wilkesbarre Company in 
the eastern part of the city, a crowd of 
boys succeeded in burning about. 400 feet 
of a high board fence that surrounds the 


compary’s proverty. The fire department f 


extinguished the blaze. 
Workmen in Fear. 

There were the usual scrimmages in 
several parts of the Wyoming valley, in 
which workmen who refused to desert the 
companies generally got the worst of it. 
No one, as far as is known, was serious- 
ly hurt. The work of the miners’ pickets 
and the stoning by boys and young men 
is having its effect. Each day a fewer 
number of men leave their homes for the 
mines, fearing they may not again get 
home alive. 

The operators are still able to fill the 
places of those that desert or are forced 
to quit. Most of the companies have 
exhausted their force of company em- 
ployees and are now using non-union 
men more freely. 

The action of the Néw York board of 
trade in requesting President Roosevelt 
to take up the matter of settling the 
strike, aroused considerable interest. 
President Mitchell had nothing to say 
When he was asked for an expression of 
opinion on the new move. He said he 
knew nothing about it, except what he 
had read in the newspapers. 

Mr. Mitchell said there was nothing 
new in regard to a settlement of the 
etrike. 

The mining superintendents continue to 
have trouble in operating their pumps, 
however, and in some mines the water 
is creeping up -.slowly notwithstanding 
the strenuous efforts of the men on hand 
to keep it down. 

Strike Coming in Two Virginias. 

Huntington, W. Va., June 5.—The coal 
operators of West Virginia will meet here 
tomorrow night and Saturday to take 
action on the strike ordered at the end 
of this week. A dispatch from Welch, 
Va., states that the operators of Flat 
Top and Tug river districts are arriving 
tonight for a meeting tomorrow relative 
to the proposed strike. 

A dispatch from Eckman, W. Va., to- 
night states that more than 500 mine 
workers quit today and that the remain- 
der say they will quit Saturday night. 

J. V. Hill, president of the Western 
Kanawha Coal.-Company, which controls 
almost all the mines in the Guyandotte 
valley, stated here tonight that he would 
comply with the demands of the United 
Mine Workers for an advance. 

w. R. Sheets, purchasing agent of the 
Turkey Gap Coal and Coke Company of 
West Virginia, and who has been en- 
gaged in the flelds for more than ten 
years, and is familiar with the situation 
as it now exists there, arrived here today 
and did not hesitate to talk about the 
coming strike, which he savs cannot be 
avoided.

REDMOND ROASTS 
LORD KITCHENER

Victorious General Is Fiercely Assailed 
in the Commons, 


FIGHT WOMEN AND BABES: 


So Redmond Asserts, but His Denun- 
ciation Is Drowned by a Chorus 
of Hisses—Grant’ of £50,000 
Is Voted to Kitchener. 


-_ 


London, June §.—In accordance with 

King Edward’s message to the house of 
commons yesterday, the government 
leader, A. J. Balfour, in the house this 
afternoon asked for a vote of £50,000 to 
Lord Kitchener. 
_ Mr. Balfour, in supporting the motion, 
referred to Lord Kitchener’s rapid pry- 
motion. He said it had been given to 
few public servants to compass 80 much 
work for this country in so short a time 
as Lord K..chener. 

Lord Kitchener had to meet with unique 
difficulties. He had erected no fewer 
than 4,000 miles of block houses, and in 
the conduct of campaign had shown the 
fertile range of his resources, boundless 
courage, energy and_ resolution, and to 
these qualJities reat Britain owed the 
termination of the war. 

The liberal leader, Sir Henry Campbell 
Bannerman who seconded the motion, 
paid a warm tribute to Lord Kitchener 
as a soldier and statesman. 

John Dillon, Irish nationalist, led the 
opposition in benalf of the nationalists. 
Mr. Dillon said he and his friends abso- 
lutely objected to the vote because they 
were opposed to the policy of the war in 
South Africa and the conducf of the 
campaign, which tvolved wholesale 
devastation of the country, the burning 
of farms and sacrifice of life. Henry 
Labouchere also opposed the vote. 

Redmond Attacks Kitchener. 

William Redmond, Irish nationalist, 
caused a scene of great disorder by re- 
marking that Lord Kitchener would go 
down to history as a general who had 
‘made war on women and children.’’ This 
remark called forth loud cries of ‘“‘With- 
draw,” and appeals to the chairman to 
call Mr. Redmond to order. «he chair- 
man said the expression used was not 
disorderly, but a majority of the house 
refused to listen any further to Mr. Red- 
mond, and interrupted him with all 
kinds of shouts. 

After a quarter of an hour spent by 
Mr. Redmond in fruitless endeavor to 
gain a hearing, the closure was moved, 

The closure was adopted by 273 to 138 
votes, and the grant of £50,000 to Lord 
Kitchener was carried by 380 to 4 votes. 
The minority consisted of Irish nation- 
alists and two or three radicals. 

When Mr. Balfour rose to move a vote 
of thanks to the officers and men of the 
army of* South Africa, the uproar was 
renewed by the Irish nationalists as a 
protest against the treatment of Mr. 
Redmond. 

Sir Henry Campbell Bannerman sec- 
onded the motion, which was adopted, 382 
to 42, = 

Redmond’s Violent Language. 

During his speech Mr. Redmond in- 
dulged in considerable violence of lan- 
guage, end had to be refreshed by a drink 
brough+ in by a friend. He said that as 
an additional reason why he objected to 
the vot? was because Lord Kitchener had 
violated the tomb of the mahdi at Kar- 
toum, and he asserted that Lord Kitch- 
ener and Lord Roberts, during the South 
African war, had been gullty of more 
disgraceful conduct than any of the other 
generals. 

Then turning to the ministerial benches, 
Mr. Redmond shouted: “You allow the 
women and children and soldiers to starve 
in order to honor the favorites of your | 
corrupt society.’’ 

This statement was greeted with shouts 
of “sit down,” ‘“‘name him” and “‘divide”’ 
while the Irish members jeeringly ad- 
vised the ministerialists to call in the 
police. 

Amid the din Mr. Redmond was heard 
to say that the house was disgracing f- 
self in compensating the commander of 
the British forces in South Africa while 
allowing the men who had fought there 
to drift into the work, and that the house 
was making itself ridiculous in the eyes 
of the world by a motion pretending to 
celebrate some great feat of arms. 

Groans and persistent yells drowned any 
fur.ner attempt at speaking until the 
closure was voted. 


Thanks Voted by Lords. 

The prince of Wales and many peer- 
esses were present in the house of lords 
when Lord Salisbury moved a vote of 
thanks to the officers and men of the 
imperial forces in South Africa. The 
motion especially included the colonial 
troops. | 

The premier said that not fong ago 
many people in Europe thought that the 
time of the downfall of the British em- 
pire had arrived. But the colonial troops 
game brilliantly to Great Britain’s assist- 
ance. It was shown that when the coun- 
try was denuded of troops, her naval su- 
premacy was sufficient to protect her, 
and Great Britain never was safer than 
during the period of the war. 

Earl Spencer, the liberal leader in the 
house of lords, added his tribute to the 
British forces in South Africa, and the 
motiow:=was carried unanimously.

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POPE RECEIVES 
GOVERNOR TAFT 


American Mission To Vatican Is Given 
Cordial Greeting 


PRESIDENT SENDS LETTER 


Holy Father Expresses Thanks for 
the Friendly Greeting of Roose- 
velt—Governor Taft Reviews 
the Situation Regarding © 
the Friar Lands. 


Rome, June 5.—The pope today received 
Judge Taft, civil governor of the Philip- 


of Sioux Falls, 8. D.; Judge Smith and 
Major Porter, of the judge advocate’s de- 
partment at Washington. 

The Americans were met at the en- 
trance of the vatican by Monsignor Bis- 
leti, the papal chamberlain, and were con- 
ducted to the pope’s private libray. Judge 
Taft there presented to his holiness a 
letter from President Roosevelt and a box 
containing President Roosevelt's literary 
works, and the pope expressed his thanks 
for Mr. Roosevelt's friendly greetings, 
promised to study the Philippine ques- 
tion and safd he hoped for good results. 
The pontiff also asked Judge Taft to 
thank President Roosevelt for his gift. 

Bishop O’Gorman acted as interpreter 
and major porter read the president’s 
letter. The audience lasted forty min- 

tes. 

Judge Taft subsequently met Cardmal 
Rampolla, the papal secretary of state, 
and opened the discussion of Philippine 
matters. 

While talking with the pope, Governor 
Taft reviewed in a summary way thé 
questions in the Philippines, which re- 
quire settlement. He pointed out to his 
holiness that the readjustment of the 
relations of church and state in the is- 
lands was not an indication of hostility 
of the United States to the Catholi¢ 
church, but declared that such readjust- 
ment wag merely a necessity under the 
American constitution. Governor Taft 
referred to the prosperity and the free- 
dom of the Roman Catholic church in the 
United States, and cited these conditions 
as an assurance that the vatican had 
nothing to fear from the extension of the 
authority of the United States over the 
Philippine islands. 

Replying to Governor Taft, the pontiff 
said that the Roman Catholic church had 
the greatest pride in the United States. 
He said he earnestly desired to help the 
American administration of the Philip-

HARNESS WAVES OF ETHER 
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The Code Message Received Yesterday by Wireless Telegraphy on 
Top of Empire Building. 
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HE first experiment in wireless tel- 
3 egraphy of any extent which has 

been made by any southern college 
took place yesterday afternoon when 4 
message was sent gom the School of 
Technology and received on top of the 
Empire building. 

The experiment was made by the stu- 
dents of the middle class in electrical 
engineering and was conducted under 
the direction of Professor Ford, of the 
chair of electrical. engineering, assisted 
by Professor Furlow and Professor Bd- 
wards, of the Tech. The sending was 
done by Professor Edwards at the school 
bullding and the receiving was taken by 
Professor Furlow on top of.the Empire. 
Professor Ford superintended the receiv- 
ing apparatus. A Constitution reporter 
beard the first message which came to 
the Empire building. 

The receiving Mstruments were attach- 


ed to the flag pole of the Empire build- 
ing, 40 feet above the roof. 

The test was entirely successful. Ow- 
ing to the fact that parts of the re- 
ceiving instrument had been made by stu- 
dents at the Tech and were not altogether 
as perfect as they might have been, 
the first message had several interrup- 
tions. Finally, however, # came with- 
out a break. It was-as follows: 

“Tech sends greeting to the Empire.” 

The distance from the Tech to the 
Exnpire building is over 1 mile. The mes- 
sage took only a few seconds in trans- 
mission and was perfect in every re- 
spect. 

Students of the Tech have made fre- 
quent experiments in wireless telegraphy, 
but this is the first message that has 
been sent for any considerable distance 
since the invention had been applied.

CONFERENCE WILL 
MERT IN ATLANTA 


Dr. Longino Wins in Contest Against 
Portland and Dallas. 


HE GUARANTEED EXPENSES 


Kentucky Man Tendered Certified 
Check for $1,400 That Atlanta 
Might Be Selected as Next 
Meeting Place of Chari- 
ties Convention. 


Dr. T. D. Longino, alderman from the 
seventh ward, has just returned from De- 
ttrolt, where he was in attendance on the 
national conference of charities and cor- 
rections. It was owing to Dr. Longino’s 
endeavors that Atlanta was selected as 
the next meeting place of the confer- 
ence, and on this very point hangs an 
interesting story. 

Shortly before the conference came to 4 
close the committee an time and place 
had several sessions to determine the 
place at which to hold the conference in 
1903. This committee was composed of 
twenty-nine members one from each 
state or country represented at the con- 
ference. The delegates from Portland, 
Me., Dallas, Tex. ..chmond, Va., and 
several other cities, came well prepared 
to back up their invitations with cre- 
denitials signed by governors and may- 
crs. 

It is a custom @ the conference to re- 
quire cities making a bid for the conven- 
tion to guarantee the expenses and the 
delegates from Portland announced that 
the necessary money had already been 
practically pledged in thefr state. Sev- 
eral young women representing Dallas 
declared that, having entertained the 
ministers’ convention and the confederate 
reunion, Dallas was amply able to take 
care of the delegates ito the next charities 
conference. 


Longino Proposed Atlanta. 

The other cities making a plea for the 
convention made somewhat similar an- 
nouncements. Then Dr. Longino propos- 
ed Atlanta as the next meeting place. 
He staited that while he did not have 
eredentials with which other delegates 
were armed, he was authorized to invite 
the conference to the Gate City of the 
South. 

“We have entertained a number of 
conferences and conventions in the past,” 
said he, “and we can do equally as well 
in the future. I am told by the chairman 
of the finance committee that between 
$1,200 and $1,400 is ail that is 5 momma d 
as a guarantee for expenses. ere is 
absolutely no doubt in my mind about 
the possibility of our being able to in- 
sure that amount or more, but if there is 
such a doubt in the minds of ‘this com- 
mittee, then I stand ready now to guar- 
antee the fund myself.” 

While the mater was being discussed 
informally among the members, several 
of the cities withdrew amd the contest 
was then among Atlanta, Portland and 
Dallas. The voung lady delegates from 
Dallas made a strong fight in the Inter- 
est of their home town. On the first bal- 
lot Atlanta received twelve votes, Port- 
land ten, w...e the other cities mention- 
ed received small votes. 

One of ‘the delegates then. stated that 
the reason the conference tnis year went 
to Detroit was because Milwaukee had 
failed to make the guarantee good last 
year alter that city had been selected at 
the Washington convention. He declared 
that probably the same might prove to be 
true of Atlanta, inasmuch as the dele- 
gaite from this place was unable & 
make any definite o.x.er as coming from 
the city itself. 

Offered Certified Check. 

He proposed that Fortland be selected 
as alternate in the event the president 
and secretary of the conference found, 
upon visiting Atlanta, that no guarantee 
would be made. Dr. Longino declared 
that this was entirely unnecessary, as 
he would stand personally responsible for 
the amount. At this point in the proceed- 
ings George is, Sehon, of Louisville, Ky., 
superintendent of the Kentucky Chil- 
dren's home, announced that he was 
then prepared to tender a certified check 
for $1,400 in order that ‘the conference 
should go to Atlanta. 

This practically setued the matter and 
the motion to select Portland as alternate 
was defeated. During the discussion Gen- 
eral Brinkerhoff, of Ohio, made a warm 
speech favoring Atlanta. He asserted 
that he had been in the south frequently 
and had always found the people hospita- 
ble and anxious to extend courtesies to 
visitors. 

“Particularly 
zens of Atlanta, he said. 
a meeting or ‘the national 
mission in that citv not so very long ago 
and was the recipient of many kindnesses 
at the hands of the people.

The action of the committee spread 
rapidly among tthe delegates and Dr. Lon- 
gino was warmly congratulated by a 
number upon his success tn pleading the 
cause of this city. The Detroit confer- 
ence was attended by fully 1,500 people 
from all sections of the country, and it 
is estimated that the delegates spent 
little short of $25,000 while they . were 
eansedte.sten nore ts the ni aee
